To the Inhabitants of the Town of Fremont, in the County of 
Rockingham, in said State qualified to vote in Town Af- 
faors:

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town house in 
said town on Tuesday, the fourteenth day of March next, at 
ten (10) of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the follow- 
ing subjects: 


1. To choose a town clerk. 

2. 'To choose one selectman for three years. 

3. To choose a treasurer, auditor, one Library trustee and 
one trustee of Trust Funds. 

4. To choose two or more highway agents, one of which 
shall have the care and maintenance of the trunk line road, 
under the supervision of the State Highway Department. 

5. ‘To choose all other necessary officers. 

6. ‘To raise and appropriate such sums of money as may be 
necessary for the following purposes; to defray town charges; 
for repairs of highways and bridges; for care of cemeteries, 
and for Memorial Day. 

7. To see if the town will vote to ask for State Aid Con- 
struction money, raise and appropriate a sum of money suffi- 
cient to obtain said Aid, and designate on what road said 
joint construction money shall be expended. 

8. ‘To see if the town will vote to discontinue the old road 
(so-called) leading from the main road from Fremont Village 
to Sandown, near the residence of George W. Emerson to the 
south road leading from Chester to Brentwood, near the resi- 
dence of Fred H. Bishop. 


9. To see if the town will vote to take over all the ceme- 
teries in town adjoining the highways and forever hereafter 
maintain the same. 

10. (By request of State Forester.) To see if the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate a sum of money sufficient 
to secure aid from the State and Federal Governments for the 
eradication of The Blister Rust Disease. 

11. To see if the town will vote to accept the legaey of 
$2000, mentioned in the will of Mary 8. Higgins, late of Fre- 
mont, the income of which to be applied to support of Meth- 
odist preaching in said town. : 

* 12. To transact any other business that may legally come 
before the meeting.

To the Voters of the School District of Fremont: 


Last year in the school report I tried to give you-.a few 
facts regarding the Fremont Schools, and I feel that they 
were appreciated. 

This vear I will be brief and try and give you some of the 
changes that we have made in the school year. 

You will remember that some of us were very optimistic in 
thinking that we were to have a new school donated to us— 
but some way it did not develop; this left us high and dry, 
so to speak, and at the regular annual school meeting a mo- 
tion was made to move the South Side School over to the Vil- 
lage School lot, and in connection with this a unanimous vote 
was taken to centralize the schools. However at the adjourned 
school meeting this action regarding moving the building was 
rescinded: some say this action was illegal, others say it was 
not; however that is a matter of opinion. After this last 
meeting we immediately took steps to secure accommodations

for the 6th, 7th and 8th grades so that we could install, when 
school re-opened in the fall, a Junior School course; we asked. 
for the use of the bottom part of the Town hall, which was 
denied us by a majority of the Board of Selectmen. Some 
people were talking of using the basement of the church, but 
June 17 put an end to that talk. So we did what we consid- 
ered best or the best we could do under the circumstances, and 
re-opened the Grammar school with 382 scholars and the 
Primary with 40 and 21 at the Pine District—ALL Fremont 
scholars. We transported the South Side scholars to the Pine 
District instead of the Village School, a measured distance of 
two-fifths of one mile further, than as if they had come to the 
Village schools. This naturally caused some talk and some 
action among those who did, and also those who did not have 
children of the school age. The matter was taken up with 
Superintendent Butterfield in Concord by these parties, but 
‘not with the Local Board, notwithstanding the fact they were 
all notified ten days previous to school opening just what the 
School Board contemplated doing. 

Our next trouble hit us in the form of a certain parent feel-_ 
ing that our schools were not good enough for his children to 
go to, and this caused us some bother to get this straightened 
out and they now have a private school for these children. 
This move caused a lot of feeling and some parents felt that 
this was more of a slap at them and their children than at 
the schools. That you may thoroughly understand just what 
the State thinks of our school I will embody the letter writ- 
ten to Miss A. H. Moore, giving her a permit to conduct the 
private school. -

My Drar Miss Moorzs—Further inquiry has been 
made of your qualifications to conduct a private ele- 
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mentary school and they have been found to be satisfac- 
tory. The reasons which you give, in your application 
for approval, for the desire of a certain parent, to have 
their children privately instructed, do not seem to be jus- 
tified. Fremont schools have been and are well con- 
ducted. By standard tests, the children are shown to 
be making reasonable progress. In fact, they compare 
favorably in school work with children in other districts. 
The number of children in: Fremont schools is not in 
excess of the number found elsewhere in the State. 

Recommendations for the approval of your school will 
be made to Commissioner Butterfield with the under- 
standing that the terms of your application, in which 
you state among other things that the school hours are 
from 9 to 12, and 1 p. mM. to 4 Pp. M., and that your school 
will be conducted for a period sufficient to give all the 
pupils in attendance thirty-six weeks of school before 
June 30, 1922, are complied with, and the standards of 
the law are met. Inspection of the school will be made 
‘by a representative of the State Board.

The above letter does not show that the Fremont schools are 
in very bad condition or show the necessity of running a 
private school. 

In spite of these petty annoyances which should not be 
mentioned except to make them a matter of record—we have 
gone ahead and established the Junior School course in the 
4-crade Grammar school, which will work out to the Town’s 
advantage as well as to the parent. By having this course in 
our schools this year it has saved the Town $110 in out-of- 
town tuitions, as both Dana Robertson and Walter H. Ly- 
ford, Jr., on leaving our 8th grade were put into Junior High 
School instead of first year High, but the fact that we have a 
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Junior School here, put this tuition on to the State not the 
Town, and in years to come it means that any scholar grad- 
uating from the 8th grade will be accepted into first year 
High in any town. This practice is in effect now at Sanborn 
Seminary, and this is practically the only institution that ac- 
cepts 8th grade scholars into the first year High without tak- 
ing at least one year Junior High. 

This year our out-of-town tuitions are the highest that they 
have ever been. We have at the present time attending San- 
born Seminary 10 scholars, Raymond High 1, Robinson Semi- 
nary, Hixeter, 2, Epping High 1. There were two more that 
started in the fall term at Sanborn, but have since quit. 

I suppose that in trying to take care of the schools it be- 
comes the same old story as is with everything else—that is— 
you cannot suit every one and when you try to do that thing 
you immediately become a failure—I would like to see one 
thing in Fremont, and that is a Boosters’ Club, one that ey- 
eryone would join hands in and help to keep things moving 
not only in the School life but in the other Town affairs as 
well, not only to co-operate with the School Board but with 
the Selectmen who are holding an equally responsible position 
in the life of our Town—one where hammers would be 
thrown away and horns substituted in their place—one where 
there will be no room for “grouches” but plenty of room for 
the good citizens who have the interests of the Town and the 
Children at heart enough to take hold and help the ones they 
elected to DO THINGS. 

We have just received the approved State Budget and have 
had our State aid cut from $557.19 to $270.10 and taking out 
the unexpended State money from last year $149 leaves us 
with $121.10 for State Aid. . 

The State figures show that in the School Union that we 
are included in that the relative costs of schools in the differ- 
ent towns are as follows: ‘

Under the State Law we would participate in State Aid on 
the difference between $3,125.93, which is the amount of the 
$5 tax, and $3,849, the amounts indicated above by a 
star—but this year 1921-22 we were included in a list of 43 
towns that received no State Aid on account as it has been ex- 
plained that our valuation is high and the cost of mainte- 
nance of schools low. So the entire amount above must be 
raised and live on hopes that we will be included in the next 
year’s State Aid. 
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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT. 
To the School Board and Citizens of Fremont: 


There follows below my annual report for the year begin- 
ning Sept. 1,-1920, and ending June 30, 1921. 


FEATURES EMPHASIZED IN 1920-21. 


The following features were given particular attention with 
the results indicated : 


1-—Silent reading in grades 4 to 8: Large increases have 
been’ obtained in both the rate and comprehension in silent 
reading which is a kind of reading that forms the basis of 
most study and the reading of newspapers, magazines and 
books done after school life is over. Look at data given be- 
low in report on results of tests. 

2.—Fundamental processes of arithmetic. ‘There has been 
great improvement in rapidity and accuracy with the four 
fundamental processes of arithmetic; however, there is still 
weakness 1n fractions, decimals, percentage and problem work. 

3.—Health work and supervision of play. In each school 
there have been given daily health drills with open windows 
to develop deep breathing, correct posture, etc., and as relax- 
ation. There are still a few with shoulders somewhat round 
and who stand or walk in a careless or lazy way. 

The supervision of play by the teacher out on the play- 
ground is to banish swearing, cheating, bullying and loafing, 
and to develop a habit of active outdoor play on the part of 
the girls, and to promote a spirit of harmony and a famil- 
larity with a greater variety of group games and plays. Hach 
teacher is provided with two or three good books on games, 
plays and folk dancing to assist her in this work. The best. 
work and greatest results were found at the Pine School; less 
was done at the Village schools. There is a tendency on the 
. part of the Grammar school pupils to stay indoors at recess 
instead of all going outdoors and breathing fresh air in active 
games.

Orat READING TO BE EMPHASIZED IN 1921-22. 


The particular feature chosen for emphasis in the schools 
for 1921-22 is oral reading in the upper grades. An attempt 
will be made to develop the following points: 


1—Correct position of body and book, and an easy manner. 

2—Voice sufficiently loud, clear and well pitched. 

38—Clean-cut and correct pronunciation. 

4—Good expression. 

5—-An appreciation of the spirit and worth of the better se- 
lections. 


THE VILLAGE SCHOOLS ARE Harp ScHoots To TEACH. 


Because of the following facts the discipline and instruc- 
tion are exceedingly difficult : ] 


1—The average membership in each school was over 40 pu- 
pils. 

2—Both schools are still equipped with the old-fashioned 
double seats. 

3—Practically every seat contained two pupils. 

4——There is not another town in this union and there are 
but few in the state in which the elementary schools 
are so equipped; hence the teachers and pupils are at 
a disadvantage in attempting to accomplish what 
these other schools do. 


I strongly recommend, therefore, that single, adjustable 
seats be purchased. 

Many teachers would fail in discipline in these large schools 
with double seats, but yours have not. They have had to 
maintain more strict discipline than is necessary with single 
seats and have succeeded; for this success they are to be com- 
mended.

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tESULTS OF STANDARD TESTS GIVEN BY THE SUPERINTEND- 
ENT IN JUNE, 1921. 


The following tests were used: Monroe’s Silent Reading 
Test; Ayres’ Handwriting Scale with Freeman’s median 
standards; Willing’s Composition Scale (for letter writing) ; 
Cleveland Arithmetic Tests; Monroe’s Diagnostic Language 
Tests; Monroe’s Test in decimal fractions; Monroe’s. Arith- 
metic Test in Reasoning. 
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Conclusions: Comparison with the corresponding table 
published last year indicates the great gain made in silent 
reading and the four fundamental processes of arithmetic. 
There is evident weakness in handwriting, mixed fractions, 
decimals and arithmetic reasoning.
